French's scouts, who were 
leading, made a dash down the slope 
towards the enemy's position. The cap- 
tain himself, w ho was at the head of 
bis men, cheering them on in a stiwdv 
voice, was seen to .start, and the next 
moment hi; cried out, "I'm shot, boys, 
advance without me." The captain 
staggered and would have fallen to the 
ground but for the timely arrival of 
onn of his troopers, who rushed to his 
aid and supported his captain to the 
rear. The men paused for a moment, 
then rushed down the embankment, 
with cries of rage, determined to wreak 
a severe revenge on I he rebels tor the 
loss of their leader.

It was not, until he 
received a second hit that lie gave way. 
Several other deeds of bravery were 
noticed, men who were wounded light- 
ing with desperation till forced lo give 
up, owing to loss of blood.

DEATH OF VICTOR HUGO. 

Vicompto Victor Miirio Hugo, died in 
Paria yesterday at 1.30 p. m. , in tho 84th 
year of It ia ago. TI10 thrilling novelist 
and poet was born in Beaangun, February 
2Gth, 1802, his father being a colonel in 
the French army. From Besanonn ho 
was carried to Elba, to P,»ris, to Rome, 
and to Naples, before he was five years of 
ago. In 1809 ho returned to France und 
received classical instruction at a religious 
house. The first volume of his "Odea 
and Ballads" appeared in 1822, and his 
tales, "Elans of Iceland," and "Bug , Tar- 
gal," were written about this time. In 
1820 ho published 11 second volume of 
"Odes and Ballads," which exhibited a 
change in his political and literary opin- 
ions, and in 1827 he composed his drama, 
"Cromwell." In 182!) ho published his 
"Last Days of a Condemned Criminal," 
the terrific interest of which secured it an 
immense success. M. Hugo prepared a 
further attack on the staff and unnatural 
stylo of French dramatic literature in his 
"Hornani," played at the Theatre Fran- 
chise, Feb. 27, 1830, and it caused a scene 
of riotous confusion. Tho Academy went 
so far as to lay a complaint against his at 
tempted innovations at the font of the 
throne. Charles X. sensibly replied that 
"in matters of art ho was no more than a 
private person." Shortly after tho revo- 
lution of July, 1830, his "Marion de 
Lornio," which had been suppressed by 
tho censorship under the Restoration, was 
brought out with success. "Lo Roi 
s'amuse" was performed at tho Theatre 
Franoaia in Jan. 1832, and the day after 
its production was interdicted by the gov- 
ernment. M. Victor Hugo, who publish- 
ed a numbor of dramatic pieces of various 
merit, after many struggles was admitted 
into tho Academy in 1841, and was creat- 
ed a peer of Franco by Louis-Phillippe. 
In 1849 ho was chosen president of the 
Peace Congress, of which he had been a 
leading member. After 1852 M. Victor 
Hugo resided in exile in Jersey, Guorn 
aey, and elsewhere, and refused to avail 
himself of tho general amnesty issued 
Aug. 15, 1859. On the fall of tho em- 
pire, however, ho hastened back to his 
native country, entered heartily into the 
Republican movement, and was returned 
to the National Assembly at Bordeaux, 
which he soon quitted in disgust, sending, 
on March 9, 1871, tho following charac 
teristic letter to tho President, M. Uro'vy: 
"Three weeks ago the Assembly refused 
to hear Garibaldi; to-day it refuses to 
hear 1110. 1 resign my seat." M. Hugo 
then repaired to Brussels, but the Belgian 
government, alarmed by his violent writ- 
ings, and his avowed sympathy with the 
Communists, expelled him from the coun- 
try. Ho then sought refuge in tho seclu- 
sion of the little town of Luxemburg., 
whore ho composed "L'Aiino'e Terrible." 
Returning to Paris in July, 1871, lie 
pleaded earnestly for tho lives of Rossel, 
Ferro", and tho othor Communists, to no 
effect. His fume rests principally on his 
"Notre-Damo de Paris," which has been 
translated into most Kumpean languages, 
and is known in England under the title 
of the "Hunchback of Notre- Dame. " His 
semi-historical and social romance, "Les 
Mise'rables," translated into nine lan- 
guages, was issued at Paris, Brussels, Lon- 
don, New York, Madrid, Berlin, St. Pet 
ersburg, and Turin, the same day, April 
3, 18C2. Mr. Victor Hugo was a prolilic 
writer, and his works have been translated 
into many tongues, and tho thrilling tales 
read by all with fascination. Cardinal 
Ginbert, archbishop of Paris, wont per- 
sonally to see the dying author, and prof 
fered his services, 'nut they were declined 
with thanks through his son-in-law.

Lieut. Griflin, a young United States 
military oflieor, has created genuine sur- 
prise and sensation by a lecture delivered 
by him before the military service insti- 
tute of Now York, on the 14th inat. 
Lfeut. Griffin demonstrated that the cities 
of Portland, Boston, New York, Newport, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and New Orleans, 
on the Atlantic isde, and of San Francis - 
co, on the Pacific, are, at this moment, to 
a partial extent at the mercy of ironclads 
with 100-ton guns. The nations which 
have tho best chance to inflict punishment 
aro England and Spain. These nations 
have naval stations in the A tlautic— -the 
former at Halifax and Bermuda, and the 
latter at Havana. The English have a 
naval station at Vancouver Island. All 
these places, according to Lieut. Griffin, 
are from thirty-one to eighty-five hours 
stoam from tho cities named. The other 
great nations of the world do not enjoy so 
much of tin advantage. Vory few 
of tho powerful ironclads have what ia 
called coal-endurance to cross the Atlan- 
tic. France, Russia, Austria and Italy 
being unprovided with naval stations in 
vicinity, would not be so dangerous ene- 
mies. As a sort of climax, it was said by 
Lieut. Griflin that even Chile could intlict 
sudden and severe punishment, seeing 
that she has quite a respectable ironclad 

navy. But that little republic may as j simultaneously by 
well be omitted from the list of possible three Russian Cor 
chaBtizora of the United States. Tho 
coal-endurance element would rule her 
out on both coasts of North America. A 
Chilean ironclad could not carry Coal 
onough to reach San Francisco. Being 
there, it ia not easy to see how tho float- 
ing fortress could get away. But still the 
poaaibilities in regard to tho other nations 
are grave enough to at once arrest the at- 
tention of the American people. Lieut. 
GrifKn brings his speculation down to the 
general comprehension when he says that 
in the seven cities on tho Atlantic coast, 
and in San Francisco on the Pacific, there 
are six billions "of property at the mercy 
of ironclads with 100 ton guns, provided 
these ironclads cnuhi carry coal enough to 
reach thorn. Thero ia no question aT t 
ironclads issuing from the naval stations 
of Halifax, Bermuda and Havana in the 
Atlantic, and from Vancouver Island in 
the Pacific. No nation could be insane 
enough to attempt an armed invasion of 
American territory. But any one of them 
which has ironclads and 100-ton guns 
(thoBO which have naval stations contigu- 
ous, certainly) can hatter down aix bill- 
lions of American property whenever they 
may feel so inclined. To escape such 
punishment it is quite evident that tho 
American would pay heavily. A million 
of men drawn up 011 land would not bo 
the least protection. They would bo pow- 
erless to act upon the ironclads tiring at 
long Boa range. The San Francisco Bul- 
letin is thoroughly alarmed at the picture 
of prospective desolation sketched by 
Lieut. Griflin, and says: "The urgency 
of tho case seems to requiro that wo ought

<Uourko'w Plans. 

St. Petersburg, May 13. --The Rus- 
sians now have 120,000 men between the 
Caspian Sea and Herat. According to the 
best military estimate the Russian position 
is practically unassailable. It would be 
madness for an Anglo-Indian army of j 
less than 250,0(11) men to attempt to 
operate in Central Asia againsl Russia. 
Thi! following plan of operations mi Cen 
tral Asia has been drawn up by General 
Gourko and will be put into execution 111 
tho event of war. 

First — The principles of t ho campaign 
would be those of the Moscow campaign 
of 1812 against Napoleon. 

Second — The Russian comuiHniler 

would strictly avoid any general ^aye- 

moiit until the Anglo-Indian army was 
drawn into tho interior al least nix hun- 
dred miles beyond Candahar. 

Third — Three Russian corp.- d'armee, 
each 30,000 strong, would await the An 
glo Indian advance in strongly defensive 
positions, echeloned along the Ivn-U-. ami 
the- M urghab rivera. 

Fourth -25.000 Cossacks at the first 
sign of the British advance would swarm 
through Afghanistan, arouse the whole 
country, proclaim Ayouh Khan aimer, 
and llarrass the British communications, 
burning the supplies, raiding round the 
British army, stampeding camp followers, 
etc., but avoiding a serious engagement 

Fifth — A corps of observation ol 25,000 
men and 15,000 Cossacks to be stationed 
at Chickiahlar, on the Caspian, ready to 
march to Teheran the instant the Shah of 
Persia should show the slightest, sign of 
aiding the English. 

Sixth — When the Anglo Indian army 
has been drawn far ii.to the interior, worn 
out by difficult country, and worried night 
md day by Cossacks, it would be attacked 
10,000 men forming 
d'Annee. 

Seventh — Incase of a l?ril.ish defeat, 
the Russian advance would bo followed 
by tho immediate construction of rail- 
ways, made very slowly but surely.

— At 1 :30 o'clock this 
afternoon, J. A. Greer, city editor of the 
Time::. Star, upon going up the stairway to 
his office, saw dense clouds of smoke issu- 
ing from the rear wiudown of building Noa. 
l'J and 21, West Sixth street. An alarm 
brought the engines almost instantly, und 
it was not fifteen minutes until the fire was 
so lunch under control that Chief Engineer 
Wisby was able to reach the top floor, when 
to his horror lie found ten bodies, with 
hands to their faces und faces blackened 
and distorted in death. The chief said, in 
speaking of it: "The house is not burned 
out. In fact, the tire was chiefly confined 
to the fifth story. 1 counted ten girls lying 
upon benches, tables and othor things, and 
on the floor," 

It has now been fairly ascertained tho 
fire started from a can of benzine on tho 
second floor near the elevator shaft. In- 
stantly the lire leaped to tho shaft, and 
darted up it. The Mhnft reaches 10 tho top 
of the building, and from the third story to 
the lift h it was circled by a wooden stair- 
way, which was the only means of access 
to these floors, The elevator «huft, to add 
to its combustibility, was encased with thin 
wooden lattice work. The second floor, 
where the lire started, was a press room, 
the third a composing room, the fourth a 
storage room. As the lire started Jno. Sul- 
livan, a young man, cousin of tho proprie- 
tor, ran up the stairway to the fifth floor, 
to give warning to the girls. J. B. Kins- 
ley's son and bis foreman had gone to their 
roof, adjoining this 0110 011 the west, and 
knowing tho girls were imprisoned on tho 
floor below, thoy procured a rope und 
lowered it to the window when- Sulllivan 
j was. He instantly grasped it and fasten- 
j ing one of the girl?, to it he helpod her out 
; of the window, and Kiugaley ami Shrodor 
: lowered her safely to tho sidewalk. Tho 
rope was again brought up und Sullivan 
j quickly fastened it to another girl and sent 
her down snfely. The rope came up a third 
1 time, and as the other girls by this time 
J were all suffocated or afraid to venture, Sul- 
I livaii fastened the rope to his body, and 
was being lowered. When ho was halfway 
down tin- Haines shot out of tho window, 
and he fell head foromost to tho sidewalk, 
in the presence of a horrified crowd of 
people, who bud witnessed his heroism. 
Within ten minutes after the tire began a 
patrol of wagons wits called into use to 
carry away the wounded iiml dead. As 
well as can bo ascertained theie wero about 
50 occupants of tho building, of whom 20 or 
25 were girls on the fifth story. The boys 
were on the second and third floors, and 
this accounts for their escape. W. It. Kings- 
ley, who run to his upper lloor in the rear, 
where the flames were in dungur of coining 
through his window, found Iho smoke so 
dense he had to crawl cm tho floor to reach 
his window and close it. All this while 
there was an avenue of escape which the 
panic- stricken girls did not think of. Thero 
was an opening in the roof which they could 
have easily reached from a boiich ntanding 
beside the wall, and once on the roof they

Tlic Bishop and the Prince. 



Among the members of tho Lrisb Ro- 
man Catholic episcopate who distinguished 
themsalvea by the inculcation of their 
flocks of the duty of receiving the Prince 
of Wales with ihe hospitality due to 
strangers and tho loyalty duo to tho heir 
to the crown, was the bishop of Cork, Dr. 
Delanoy. Addressing his clergy on "the 
evo of the approach of tho royal party, 
his lordship said that his royal highness 
intended to visit one of the Catholic in 
stitutions, tho Homo of Refuge, under 
tho care of the nuns of the Good Shep- 
herd. The bishop intimated to the clergy 
that it was bis intention to bo at the Con- 
vent of the Good Shepherd in order to 
receive his royal bigness and his amiablu 
consort. He wished the clergy, as many 
as wore free and were inclined to go, 
to join in paying to their royal high- 
nesses that tribute of respect and devo- 
tion which was due those of an ex- 
alted rank. The Prince of Wales 
came not among them ua a p ilitician. By 
hiB position hu was raised far beyond the 
sphere of politics and party strifo. He 
was to be tho future ruler of them all, and 
they wore bound to give him that honor 
and to yield to him that unquestioning 
obedience of which St. Paul Boako: "Tri- 
bute to whom tribute is due; fear to whom 
fear; honor to whom honor." There was 
another reason also why they should re- 
ceive tho prince with warm welcome. 
His royal highness hud evinced a peculiar 
interest in tho question of housing the 
poor, a question which concerned 'bom in 
Ireland very intimately, and common 
gratitude should lead them to give a warm 
welcome to him who had interested him- 
self so much in looking after their wants. 
Dr. Delnnuy was one uf those who pre- 
sented an address to the Queen on her 
visit to Ireland in 18-19, and more recent- 
ly, at tne banquet given to the Duke of 
Oonnaughc in Cork, tho health of his 
royal highness was eloquently proposed by 
his lordship. 

Professor VauiKcry on KusMian 
Designs. 

London, May 11. — A reporter has had 
a long interview with Professor Vambery, 
the well known eastern scholar and travel- 
ler with intimate acquaintance with the 
Russian border and Afghanistan. Ques- 
tioned closely about his views on the sit- 
uation between Russia and England tho 
professor said: — "Peace is assured, I 
think, for tho present. That Russia, 
sooner or later, will take Herat ia abso- 
lutely certain, promises or no proniiaes. 
On tho two main points you know my 
opinion. Tho first. is that Herat is tho 
koy to India, and that Penjdeh, both mor- 
ally and strategically, is tho key to Herat. 
From Penjdeh and thence only, the val- 
loy of the Murghab can be passed to 
Balar Murghab; thence the way ia open 
to Herat. "On this question," said tho 
professor, vehemently, "I am the only 
European whose information is autopsic. "

Corrections in the Old Testa- 
ment. 

Nkw York, May 21. — Messrs. Funk & 
Wagner have published, in conjunction 
with tho revised Old Testament, a com- 
panioned it from the pen of Dr. Cham- 
bers, one of tbe American revisers, who 
is familiar with tho wurKfrom tho begin ■ 
ning. The progress of language has 
rendered many changes necessary of words 
and phrases obsolete, hence unintelligible. 
The following are some specimens, all 
from tho O'd Testament. There are 
many renderings declared to be incorrect 
by the lexicons and commentaries of criti- 
cal character. Por example, tho word 
''hypocrite" ia found eight times in the 
Book of dob, yet in not one of them does 
tho original term have that meaning. So 
ono of the oblations mentioned in tho 
pentateuch and elsewhere, is called a 
"meat offering," which loads the reader 
to suppose it is an animal sacrifice, whore- 
as the Hebrew means an unbloody obla- 
tion, and is correctly rendered "meal 
otibring." The following list of incorrect 
words is placed first, with reference to one 
of the places where it occurs, and then tho 
true meaning as generally accepted among 
scholars:

Tn iv., 23, I 
the song of Lamech is made more intelli- 
gible by making the second couplet read:] 
"Bun, for I have slain a man for wounding 
mc, and a young man (or bruising mo." In 
xiii, j\ "Abraham went up out of Egypt in I 
the south." Tho printing of the last word ! 

finite region, the Xegeb, and thus avoids 
tho incongruity af the old version in lead- | 
ing one to think that the patriarch readied ; p 
Palestine by going south from Egypt. Iu 
verso 18, the plain of Maui ro which is in 
Hebron, is changed to the "Oaks of Mnmre, 
which are ill Hebron," because this is the I 
meaning of the lb-brew, and there is no' 
plain in Hebron or its vicinity. So xiv., ! 
13, and xvii., 1, and in xviii., 19, for "1 
know him, that he will command his child- 
ren and his household after him," is chang- I 
ed to "for 1 have known to tho end that he 
may command," etc. In xxiv., 2, "Abra- 
ham said to his eldest servant of his bouse, 
is made to lead, "Abraham said to bis ser- 
vaut, tho elder of his bouse," which in what • 
the Hebrew means. In xxiii., l!i, "anil 
Jacob came to Shalom, a city of Sheohom." 
Tho revision reads, "Came in peace to the 
city of Shoehorn," because no such city as 
Shalom is known. In the prophesy i 
of Jacob, Genesis xxix, are several 
manifest improvements. Reuben is 
ohllrged with being not "unsta- I 
bio," but as the original word means 
"boiling over," that is impulsive or ex- 
citable, which exactly describes his char- 
actor aa shown by his conduct on various 
occasions. In tho lifth verse "instruments 
of cruelty are in their habitations ; ' on 
the ma r gin of the old version "weapons 
of violence are their swords" is inserted 
in the text, as being more literal and more 
expressive. In the ninth verso, instead 
of saying that Judall "couched as an old 
lion," the revision returns to Tiudale'a 
more accurate rendering "as a lioness." 
Exodus ii, 22: "A stranger in a strange 
laud" is rendered "a sojourner in a strange 
land." In the song of triumph, after 
passing the Red Sea (iv.), the vividness 
and poetical language of the poetical lyre 
are shown in the revision by the change 
of tho past tense and tho present in vv. 
5-7, and of the future into the past ill vv. 
1410, a change required by tho original. 
In tho obscure passage (Exodus xxvi., 10) 
tho text retains tho rendering of the old 
version, while the margin gives the more 
literal aonso of tho Hebrew: "Because 
there is a hand," i. e., the hand of Atnalek 
"against tho throne of the Lord," there- 
fore tho Lord will have war with Amalek 
from generation to generation. Iu the 
second commandment (xxxv.) wo have a 
slight change — "visiting tbe iniquity of 
the father upon the children upon the 
third and fourth generation of them that 
hate me." The exact sense of the orig- 
inal. Sixth commandment (v. 13) is after 
the pattern of tho prayer book, and tho 
old version in Matt, xix ,_ 18, given as 
"thou shalt do no murder," and the 
same as Deut. v. 17. The advantage 
of this rendering is that it needs no 
limitation or explanation. To kill is 
often lawful and sometimes a duty, but to 
do murder is wrong always and every- 
where. The tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion is changed to lent of meeting. In 
tho word "Jehovah," the original word is 
followed, tho revisers not thinking it ad- 
visable to insert it uniformly in place of 
"Lord" or "God," which, when printed 
iu small capitals, represent the words sut - 
stituted by Jewish custom for the ineff- 
able name of technical terms from ihe 
Hebrew, One in throe see i s to have 
been gonorally introduced. Iu Judges 
the word grave (Judges, vi 28; has been 
replaced by Ashora,with its plurals "Asht - 
rim" and " Asheroth. " In the historical 
work of Judges, chap, v., the song of 
Deborah is amended according to tho do 
mands of modern scholarship, verses 10 
and 11 are rendered, "Tell of it, yo that 
ride on white asses, ye that sit on rich 
carpetB, and ye that walk by the way, far 
from the noise of archers in places of 
drawing water, there shall they rehearse 
the righteous acta of tho Lord." II. 
Samuel i, 18, old version, reads, "Bade 
them teach the children of Israel tho use 
of the bow." The revision puts it "song 
of the bow." In ii, 23, "Abner smote 
him under the fifth rib," in changed in 
agreement with modern lexicons to "in 
the belly." In verse 10 we read, "David, 
went on, and grew great;" the revision 
resolves this Hebrew idiom, "David 
waxed greater and greater." In vi, 1!), 
instead of "a flagon of wine," tho revis- 
ion properly reads, "a cake of raisins."

Sir Peter Luuisden's Advice. 

The Mystery About Rlclgluiid's

St, IPetbhSBURO, May 20. — Rumors 
are current hero to the effect that the 
Anglo- .Russian negoatioua havo aotlaps- 
ed. It is believed, however, that thu 
rumors originated with the war party. 

The Svet predicts mi outbreak in 
Macedonia and Bulgaria against the 
Turks, which will set the whole Sla- 
vonic world in flames. 

London, May 20.— In the Ilou.se of 
pomiuons, Sir Arthur Dwitt, Financi- 
al Secretary of the War Ollice, an- 
nounced that tho Brigade Guards, now 
on their way home from Suakim, had 
been ordered to slop at Alexandria in 
case circumstances arising render it de- 
sirable to further detain them ill 
Egypt. They had not, however, been 
ordered to disembark at Alexandria. 

Berlin, May I'O. — Prince Bismarck 
bus recently given several long audi 
ence to Count Paul Schbuvbloff, . the 
new Russian Ambassador to Germany. 

The proposal of the Prussian Gov 
eminent concerning the Brunswick 
succession will be discussed by the 
Bundcsrath to-morrow. 

The National Zeitung says that the 
proposal is that the Bundesrath should 
express conviction that administration 
of the Government of Brunswick by 
the Duke of Cumberland wili be in- 
compatible with international peace 
and the security of the empire. 

Dublin, May 20. -The leading Na- 
tionalists will coniesi Tyrone in the 
coming Parliamentary election, and 
will attempt to carry all seats. 

Paris, May 20.-\ r ietor Hugo's right 
lung is congested, morphia is Ueing in- 
jected to alleviate his sufferings. His 
condition is hopeless. 

SheerNEBS, May iO. - The British 
turret ship Ajax has been ordered to 
he put in readiness for service at sea 
by next Saturday. 

Berlin. May 20. — Jt is announced 
to-day that the Emperor is again in- 
disposed, and that owing to his illness 
King Leopold of Belgium has pospon- 
ed the visit he intended making on 
the 2Lst to thank the Emperor and 
Prince Bismarck for their assistance in 
promoting the foundation of the Con- 
go State. 

London, May 20.— The gunboat For- 
ester, with a number of police and 70 
marines on hoard, has arrived at Port- 
re, island of Skye, to arrest the urof 
ters on the Ivilniir estate. 

London, May 20. -It is reported 
that the Irish land purchase bill pro- 
vides that the government shall ad- 
vance three fourths of the purchase 
money, landlords retaining a lien for 
the other forth, and that before he is 
paid oil' a large portion of the govern- 
ment claim must lie satisfied. 

London, May 20. --Advices from Tir- 
pul say Sir Peter Lumsden's advice to 
the Government was that, in view of 
recent events, it was best to break up 
the commission, leaving the Govern- 
ment itself to settle the frontier ques- 
tion with Russia. • 

CANADA. 

Ottawa, May 20.- -A general strike 
on the easLern division of the Canadi- 
an Pacific railroad has been fixed for 
Monday next. Unpaid wages are the 
cause of the trouble-. 

There is a good deftl of speculation 
hs to the cause of Lord Melglund's re- 
turn from the northwest at this parti- 
cular moment. It is thought he has 
been instructed to place Col, Otter's 
conduct in proceeding against Pound- 
maker without definite! orders before 
the minister of militia. Col. Otter's in- 
titruouons were to relieve Battleford, 
but General Middleton entertained no 
idea of his engaging the Big Cree chief 
unless the Indians made an attack. It 
is also thought he is here to explain the 
exact situation of affairs in the North- 
west, ami get further advice for Gen- 
eral Middletou's guidance in his future 
actions. His origiual intention being 
merely to suppress the half-breed rebel- 
lion, and to relieve beleagured places, 
and no Indian massacres have been re- 
ported, tie is also here to ascertain 
what plan General Middleton shall pur- 
sue in punishing redskin depredations. 
Lord Mulglund will sail for England 
with Lady Melglund on the .'50th inst. 

ATLANTIC IIHSAST E US. 

A Steamship in Great Peril. 

A Ship Collides Willi an Ice- 
berg. 



Halifax, May 20— -The steamer 
Dracoua, already reported arrived dis- 
abled, presented a curious appearance 
as she docked. Her stem from sixteen 
feet draught mark for ten feet or more 
up is flattened back about three feet on 
the port and five feet on the starboard, 
while above this the stem is split per- 
pendicularly as though struck by an 
immense buttering ram. Captain Sang- 
ster reports as follows: "We left Clia- 
rente May 8th, and passed out of the 
river May 9th. We had line weather 
to the banks, and passed the first ice 
berg on Saturday morning, loth inst., 
at seven o'clock. The wind was then 
southerly and the weather misty. 
About 2 p. in. the wind shifted to 
tlie north and the weather cleared up. 
The night was dark ami cloudy. There 
was no fog and the steamer was going 
at full speed. At 2 p. m. a second ice- 
berg was passed, the wind being south- 
west. At 1 1 p. in. saw what appeared 
to be a fog bank on our starboard bow; 
being apprehensive of danger, orders 
■were given to put the helm hard a star- 
board, the engines at tho same time be- 
ing stopped. Then we could see that 
the supposed fog bank was ice. As it 
was impossible to avoid the ico by use 
of the helm, the engines were backed 
full speed, but they had not been mov- 
ins in this direction over a minute, and 



the crew had scarcely time to leave 
the forecastle, before the ship' came in 
violent collision with an iceberg making 
a terrible crash. The iceberg had come 
in full view when the engines were 
running full speed astern. The crew 
thought the steamer would sink im- 
mediately and preparations were hur- 
riedly made to abandon her. While 
the glittering tower of ice was creak- 
ingly disengaged and slowly drifted off, 
tho Captain made an examination of 
the bow, and discovered the damage 
was all before the collision bulkhead. 
It was found the ship was making no 
water. Being a steel ship the plates 
had not broken, but were simply 
doubled in, forming a sort of break- 
water for the bulkhead. No further ac- 
cidant occurred, but thick weather was 
experienced until the steamer's arrival 
in port. After discharging her Halifax 
freight the Dracona will proceed to 
Montreal without waiting for repairs." 

Quebec, Mdy 20. — The crew of the 
Norwegian ship Moen, lost in collision 
with an iceberg, arrived to-day. They 
report the ship having become firmly 
jammed in the iceberg, boats were got 
out. Twelve men got into the first one, 
which was speedily carried out of the 
vessel's reach. As six more of the crow 
remained, another boat was got out, 
but it was at oiue swamped and tilled. 
Matters hud begun to look serious for 
those on the vessel, when the first boat 
managed to get within hailing distance 
and a line was thrown to her, and she 
was hauled a'ougside. The remainder 
of the crew succeeded in boarding her, 
except one man, Johan Kohel, a native 
of Denmark, who was lust. The captain 
was the last to leave the vessel, and 
had a very narrow escape, being pie 
cipitated into the water and carried 
down a considerable distance, losing 
consciousness.
